It is onlv small consolation 
to the habitations of men so afflicted 
that the levelling out of stress on the 
earth’s ciust in turn oresiigcs a 
quieter time in futunv Within sec¬ 
onds perhaps the work of lifetimes 
Ls obliteratt^. and there are shocked 
and bruised individuals to cair for 
and rehabilitate Chile has the sym¬ 
pathy of the world in a disaster 
among the woi'st on record.

A "new approech** to the problem 
of drug addiction waa made 
public last week by Justice Minister 
Fulton and Health 
Minister Montetth. 

I like it. It 
makes good sense. 

But “new"? 

Any time in the 
last II years, for SO 
rents you could 
have bought from 
the Queen s Printer 
a paper- backed 
book called "Law and Order In Can¬ 
adian Democrscy" and read therein 
the gist of this “new" approach. 

The book was published by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 

“We need s system under which 
addicts are committed to an institu¬ 
tion to undergo troatment for a 
^>ecifled term," the RCB4P declared 
in H149. This sy s tem would be “de¬ 
signed* towards an eventual cure by 
proper trestment . . . but definitely 
not providing for any punitive mea- 
suree as such." 

''A mental iKsiase Is not an ail¬ 
ment which can be treated at home 
or In gaoL neither Is addiction to nar- 
cutics,** the RCMP said. ‘The drug 
addict Is an abnormal individual 
whose addiction Is primarily due to 
Ms underlying mental instability . .. 
We should be willing to . . . provide 
the necessary leglalatlon for the en¬ 
forced committal and control of the 
drug addict."

The only thing new about tha 
Fulton Montelth plan la that at long 
last the government has decided to 
take action. 

There la nothing In tha announce¬ 
ment te indicate, for example, that 
thia “new approach" has been used 
and proven in other countiiaa for 
years, Tha UA Public Health Service 
haa been treating addlcu in iu in- 
iUtutlons at Lexington, Ky.. and Ft 


Worth, Texas, for more than 90 year*. 
In 1943 Dr. Michael J. Peacor reported 
that of 4.T6d addicts discharged from 
the Lexington Narc<^ Hoapital and 
contacted from six montha to six 
3 rears after relaasc. more then 25 per 
cent were still **on the wagon." 

It strlkea me that thia "new ap¬ 
proach" nonaenae not only does Ful¬ 
ton and Montelth llttla credit, but 
contrlbutea to our deplorable par¬ 
ochial outlook. Why not admit we’re 
25 years behind the times Instead of 
pretending that we'ra pioneers? 

* * * 

But better lata than never. FulUm 
and Monteith propoae that addicts 
Jailed for illegal poasesslon ef drugs 
be given treatment to effect a 
permanent curt. They propoee that 
the provlnoea pass laws to commit 
to custody ^mons known to bo 
addicts but wha are not othMwiso 
afoul of tho law. Thaaa Indlvlduala 
would bo held long enough to treat 
their addiction aa a psjrchlairtc ill- 
naaa. Also proposed are poet-dls- 
charge supervision, to guard against 
raaddictlon. and stlfter penalities tor 
drug traffickers. 

I’m told it takca only two to thraa 
waaka to get a man off drugs, but tha 
difficult part Is to keep him off, 
Invohrlag efforts la change kls per¬ 
sonality so he won’t want drugs. 

Asi^ from official Inertia, tha 
only reason 1 can discover why such 
a program baa been delayed so long 
is that Cansds has so few addicts— 
oaljr about tSOO. AkohoUcs art much 
more numerous—51X000 in Onurio 
alone. 

A third of the addicts are In 
British Columbia, even though Europe 
Is balitved ta bo the aource of their 
heroia skata. Olflriala bara spaculau 
that tha addicts Uka the salubrious* 
climate In &C, and wonder U it’s 
entiraly c al nd d tn ^al that &C has 
the higheet Caaadtsn rates far 
alcohoHwi. anidda and dtvorca.

Polio Case-Total 
Up Threefold 
Across Canada 

OTTAWA tUPI) — The tC 
cidenc« of paralytic polio In 
Canada in tha first 19 weeks 
of this year was almost three 
limes as great as the same 
period In 1959. 

The federal health depart¬ 
ment Tuesday reported 94 
cases acrn.ss Canada at May 
14. In the same 19 week 
period in 1959. only 32 ca.sei 
were reported 

Tliere had been five deaths 
from polio so far this year 
compared with six in 19.59 
and one in 1958. the depart¬ 
ment s siatLstics showed. Fig- 
ure.s for polio deaths in 
Quebec were not available. 

nt'. had by far the largest 
number of cases with 42 re- 
poited. compared with none 
at all at the same time last 
vear. That province reported 
three deaths In the period. 

The inciden«'e of polio in 
Alberta wa.s also up sharply 
compared to 1959.

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Carden Notes 
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Useful Dusty Miller

1 think r mentioned in xn earlier 
column that the selection of beddinf 
plants being offered this year In the 
garden shops and stalls is better 
than ever. The professional green¬ 
house growers are an enterprising 
lot. quite prepared to take a chance 
on public acceptance of unfamiliar 
plants, and the choice this season Is 
esceptionally wide. 

For instance. I noticed some fine 
flats of Centaurla cineraria, affec- 
tionatety known as Dusty Miller. 
This is a very striking foliage plant 
growing a little over a foot tall, with 
deeply lobed leaves and with the 
entire stem and foliage covered with 
gliatening silvery down. 

* a - « 

Plants with grey foliage can he 
very useful in a biding scheme to 
contrast with and set off the more 
gaudy hues and Dusty Miller Is un¬ 
questionably the best of the lot. for 
the leaves are not just a dull grey, 
but ahimmering silver. The plant la 
actually a perennial but Is ordinarily 
treated as a bedding annual. 


Aiiother bedding plant that took 
my eye was Coleus, common enough 
as s foliage houseplant, beloved for 
tttf velvety, highly color^ leavea and 
Its ease of propagation by alipa, but 
not very many folks ever think to 
use It as an outdoor bedding plant. 

The trick with Coleus is to nip 
off the growing tip of the plant 
while young to make it grow b^hy 
and to keep the plant from flowering 
by pinching off all buds. The flowers 
are no great shakes anyhow and the 
beauty of the plant Um entirely in 
Its variegated foliage in red. green, 
yellow and white. It heeds full sun, 
for the leaves tend to lose their rich 
coloring and revert to green in the 
shade. * 

A ♦ ♦ 

A most exotic effect can be 
achieved through the use of another 
foliage plant called Dracaena. These 
are palm-like affairs with harrow 
sword-shaped leaves arranged In a 
flat plane, like a fan. and stand some 
18 inches tall. Plant a couple of 
these in tubs or urns, one on each 
tide of the front steps, and your plaee 
will take on a sub tropical appear¬ 
ance. like a villa on the Riviera. 


The plants art rather expensive ' 
to buy—my pair aet me back $1.50 
each In day pots—but you don't need 
many of them to make your front 
garden look as ritzy as all-get-out 
They could be held over as Indoor 
houaeplants through the winter, but 
they tend to get too tall and leggy 
aa they age. and I prefer to buy a 
fresh pair evary spring. I tmdertlaild 
the greenhouse men propagate these • 
from stem cuttings, rather like the' 
Hawaiian Tl-plant logs.

Tall plants are not In very much 
demand for bedding purpoooa but. if 
you can use an annual standing thro# 
to four feet talL I'd Uke to get in a 
plug for deome ^Tlnk Quoen.** some, 
times called the Spider Flower.

Chances are that Hana 
Stchaake will make (4.7S more 
a week a few months from 
now. German unions will ask 
this year for higher pay for: 
10.000.000 workers, or more 
than half of the country’s 
total labor force. Raises are 
expected to be near union de- 
niands of 10 to 15 per cent. 

In Britain, a national rail 
strike threatened test Febru¬ 
ary was avoided at the last 
minute with the promlM of 
higher wages.

the rail workers probably will

British chemical and mining 
workers are demanding in 
creases which wdU prcibably 
spread.

Britain's coat 
of living index went up 50 per

In France, a price and wago 
freeze is the cornerstone of 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
economic recovery program. 
An increase of wages in the 
10 years up to 1959 waa 
almost matched the in> 
crease of the coat ef living 
during that period. Conae* 
quently labor presaure for 
higher pay to tremendous, and 
only de Gaulle's ’’No" is hold¬ 
ing the line.
